DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments presented during the telephone interview on 7/31/2008, with 
respect to claim 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection of 
claim 1 8 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-16 and 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 6-16 

Claims 6-16 are allowed for reasons indicated in the office action of 1/22/2007. 

In regard to claim 1 8 

The closest prior art to Applicant's invention taught by Takahashi (US 6,192,435) teaches 
a multi-conductor plug and socket means comprising a plug and socket. However, Takahashi 
fails to teach wherein the contacts comprise diode isolation means and wherein the socket 
contact is electrically coupled to the socket isolation means when the plug and socket are 
disengaged (noting that the socket isolation means of Takahashi is solely connected to a battery).
